DOYLESTOWN. 


The Democrats ot Bucks county held ilieir 


convention on Monday and nominated a 
county ticket. The convention was a gro- 
tesque affair. Theie were so nmny humor- 
ous features connected with the uieeling of 
the faithful that it would be difficult to re- 
count all of them 
The most unique incident 


that ever occuried at any convention was the 
adoption of resolutions which practically, at 
one point, actually condemn the County 
Commissioners for having $75,000 in the 
trei^uiy and predict that next year the 
Boaid will so manage things that some $80,- 
000 will be on hand. This is particularly 
good campaign literature for Ibe Republican 
party considering that the Democrats have 
invariably spent more money than Republi- 
cans and have always left the treasury de- 
pleted. The resolutions also show Ihe fear 
Democracy has of the popularity of President 
McKinley, as the appeal is made for Demo- 
crats to disregard national matters and de- 
vole their attention exclusively to local is- 
sues. Of course the resolutions charge Re- 
publicans with extravagance and illegal fee 
grabbing in the administration of county af- 
faira, for without euch clauses the resolu- 
tions would not be understood by the rank 
and file of the parly. About a dozen Demo- 
cials voted for their adoption, and they 
evoned no applause. One Democrat who is 
abreast of the times asked to have the words 
"these periods of depression" to read ''these 
periods of prosperity.1' 
He was ashamed to 


have his party appear so utterly stupid as to 
claim that the country is suffering from bus- 
iness depression. 
The resolutions aie thus 


referred to at length because the ticket is 
purely a minor consideration so far as the 
auances of its election are concerned. The 
ticket was slated, but not slated in the usual 
significance of the word.

The regular meeting of Borough Council 


was held last Monday evening. The prin- 
cipal business of the meeting was the dis- 
cussion and passage o]f an ordinance per- 
mitting anyiesideut o/ the rural sections 
of the borough to buiU a bicycle path six 
feet wide, and prohibiting the turning of 
cattle into the public highways under a 
penally of five dollars. Since the passage 
of the ordinance there has been considerable 
adverse criticism to this measure, as a num- 
ber of residents of the rural section have 
been in the habit of pasturing cows along the 
roadway, where they were tied and troubled 
no one ; in fact, there wan the advantage of 
keeping the grasa along the roa'fl down 
without expense. There being no 'quorum 
present early iu the evening a messenger 
was dispatched to rouse one of the council- 
men from his slumbers to pass (he ordinance. 
Tile original draft of the ordinance called 
for .the giving of bicycles the right of way 
over pedestrians on any paths that might be 
built, but this objectionable portion was 
stricken out on motion of John Burton. 
After the passage of this ordinance consider- 
able discussion ensued as to the proper dis- 
position of an alleged vicious dog. This dog 
has been the source of considerable trouble 
to Council heretofore and has besn ordered 
to be tied up, but he seems to break loose or 
get loose in some way at intervals, and then 
Council orders him again to be tied np 
This is what was done Monday evening, so 
the dog is probably tied hard and fast ere 
this.

In the near future an event will take place 


in Doylestown that will be of interest to vet- 
erans of the 104th Pennsylvania Regiment of 
Volunteers, and also to Ihe general public.

tative mass contention iu the history of the

It has been claimed by some that the rules

Rule 12 of 
he code governing the party says : 


These rules may be amended and additions 


made Iheruto at any time by a two-thirds 
vote of the county committee and their sub- 
sequent adoption by the county convention. 


According to that it looks as though the 


committee's two-thirds vote is necessary, but 
still we hare very good reasons to believe 
hat if the convention adopts a change irre- 
spective ol the action of the county commit- 
tee, it'will be a change that will stick. 


The strange part of the affair is, where 


docs the opposition come from ? The voters 
are in favur of a change. The Doylestown 
people, who are the only ones benefit ted by 
the present system, favor a change. The 
leaders of both factions of the party have de- 
clared openly in favor of a change. Mr. 
Gilkeson proposed the resolution which was 
adopted by the convention. Mr. Eastburn 
and Mr. Vardley each reported a substitute 
for the present system. But the counly com- 
mittee says no, it shalf not be. 


The best way to have this question settled 


and settled so that it will stay settled is for 
every Republican to make a special effort 
aud go to Doylestown on Monday aud vole 
on the committee's report. Ihe simplest 
method to pursue would be to refer the re- 
port back to the committee with instructions 
to report u change.
